The officers claim they 
found a half pint of moonshine in 
the left trouser pocket of Schroedor 
when he. was searched in the Bruf- 
forrl place just as he started to leave 
it and eight gallons of moonshine iu 
the Brafford place, part, of it being 
in jugs and part in half pint 'and pint 
bottles. This liquor was found iu au 
adjoining room and was confiscated 
by the officers they say, and taken 
to Squire Rickey's court where it 
will be held at evidence. 


"If I am not vindicated

hearing Saturday. I'll resign my job 
ita motorcycle policeman,''" Officer 
Schroeder said this morning. "I called 
the Chief and Mayor together thi.i 
morning, gave them my version of 
the affnir and tben resigned until 
my trial.

drink parlor.

Castor, recognized me and spoke to 
me while another searched me and 
found the half plat, in my left tron- 
fer pocket.

tbe Atwood Law when (enacted two 
years ago which with the amend- 
ments made now provides increased 
penalties ranging from 925 to 55000 
for failure to tile a. sworn statement 
of ownership or a bill of gule in 
every transaction where ownership 
of an automobile is transferred. 


The assignment clause contained 


in the biw^ns originally passed has 
been eliminated by amendment. Now 
when a bill of sale is given, the pur- 
chaser as well as the one making the 
sale must sign liis name to tbe docu- 
ment giving bis address so that tbe 
record mav be complete. 


Additonnl duties are nlso imposed 


on the clerk of the court through 
changes made in tbe law, who in ad- 
dition to filing bilk of sale with al- 
phabetical index of grantors and 
grantees, also shall lile them accord- 
ing to make, type and model of the 
automobiles. 
In the event the owner of an auto- 


mobile should sell it in n county in 
the state other than the one in which 
he purchased it, the clerk in the 
county where tho last sale is cade is 
required to coommunicate with the 
clerk of the county where the origin- 
al purchase was made. This must be 
done to ascertain if any irregularities 
have taken place in connection with 
the transaction. 
In addition to the penalty provided 


for failure to comply with any part 
nf the law. a further penalty of from 
.$30 to S-jOlXl nnd not. more than five 
years in the- penitentiary may he im- 
posrd by the court for misrepresenta- 
Hon in"sworn statements of owner- 
ship of bills of sale that may he 
filed.
